More Containerization 


American President Lines plans in a 
move to expand its facilities for con- 
tainerization has ordered 420 con- 
tainers from Fruehauf Trailer Co. 
The new program is to be incorpo- 
rated into one of the shipping com- 
pany’s major trade routes to the 
Orient. The containers will be used 
on four ships and two partial con- 
tainer ships still under construction. 
Features of Fruehauf’s new Twin-20's 
are pointed out to American Presi- 
dent Lines’ officials by Fruehauf Ex- 
ecutive Vice President H. E. Foulkrod 


President Kennedy has sent to 
the Senate the names of two nomi- 
nees for positions on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

They are John W. Bush, of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and William H. 
Tucker, of Athol, Mass. If con- 
firmed, one will replace Anthony 
F. Arpaia, who resigned, and the 
other will replace John H. Win- 
chell, whose term expired on Dec. 
31. 

The ICC, in its 74th Annual Re- 
port, asked Congress for authority 
to deny, revoke, or suspend motor 
earrier operating rights if these 
rights are used in committing a 
felony or if perjury is committed 
in applying for the rights. 

The report also asked for au- 
thority to delegate additional work 
to staff employees. Six of the 14 
legislative recommendations were 
new. Eight were renewed from 
previous reports. 

One new recommendation would 
make more definite the ICC’s au- 
thority to regulate the safety of 
private carriers. 

The eight carrier groups under 
ICC jurisdiction had record rev- 
enues of $19.53 billion for the 12 
months ended June 30.

We had a novel convention experience this 
January. It was our first trip to the Truck- 
Trailer Manufacturers Association’s Annual 
Meeting. 

There were no long-winded preliminaries. 
The members got right down to business 
users problems. 

Frankly, this came as a surprise. Most other 
manufacturers conventions are devoted to their 
industry s operational matters and _ business 
problems. 

The agenda contained 23 user problems. 
Here are just a few: 

-Improve service brakes 
Balance tractor trailer brakes 
Identify lining coefficient 
Brake contamination 

After the brake problems came “Safety haz- 
ards of fifth-wheel mountings.” 

There was a discussion that vehicle serial 
numbers be applied in two or three additional 
places. The idea is to make them inaccessible. 
so they can't be altered, and stolen vehicles 
can be traced. And so on. 

All items had to do with a better and safer 
product—not as the maker thinks it should be: 
rather, as the user wants it! 

For instance, a truck fleet maintenance boss 
got up and told this group just what was wrong 
with its product—with a couple dozen pic- 
tures, yet! 

W ere these people annoy ed? No. They were 
delighted! 

But our biggest surprise came when the 
sessions chairman read a letter—from a truck 
driver! 

He outlined some personal driving experi- 
ences in which certain features of vehicle de- 
sign caused safety problems. Then he gave 
constructive corrective suggestions. 

We were impressed that this letter received 
the dignity of formal reading into the minutes 
of the proceedings. In many association head- 
quarters it would have been tossed into the 
waste basket. Here, the chairman expressed 
thanks that this driver—one in 10 million 





took the trouble to write. He asked that the 
letter be given prompt study. 

Even though this session lasted until well 
after 5 p.m., we came away refreshed. We 
didn’t ask permission, but we’re sure that these 
people would be glad to get more ideas on how 
their product could be improved. If you have 
any, why not send them in?

The Day of Reckoning 


Recently, the ICC made a study of private 
carrier operations for the Senate Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. The report of 
that study is labeled, “The Gray Area of Trans- 
portation.” It describes illegal for-hire trucking. 

The report is a shameful commentary on 
how far normally law-abiding men will go to 
cover up the high costs of private carriage with 
outside income. 

None of the private carriers we know seemed 
to be shocked by the publication of these she- 
nanigans. Most appeared to be disinterested. 
Four, maybe five, seemed glad. 

We got the same general reaction at the Janu- 
ary meeting of the Private Truck Council of 
America. However, a few men expressed con- 
cern as to the effect that the report might have 
on legitimate operations. 

But the question most often asked of us was, 
“What next?” We could only speculate. 

But when we returned from Dallas, one of 
the answers was on our desk. It was a note 
from our Washington office that three groups 
of for-hire truckers filed nine formal complaints 
about illegal truck operations. 

Nine complaints doesn’t seem so bad—until 
it becomes known that they list 173 names! 

Some of these fleet managers surely will be 
fired. They should be. 

This is just the beginning. From a well in- 
formed source, we were told that there is a 
“waiting list” of over 300 names against whom 
the same action will be taken.

Pre-Cut Sheets of Corrugated Wrap Around New Package 


A new industrial packaging con- 
cept for rugged and lightweight 
shipping containers uses pre-cut 
sheets of triple-wall corrugated 
board. The sheets are well-suited 
to companies packaging short runs 
of heavy products or many special 
shapes in various sizes. 

The variety of box construction 
is shown here. To form a con- 
tainer a sheet of triple-wall corru- 
gated board is wrapped around two 
wooden box ends. Corrugated box 
ends may also be used. 

The triple-wall board comes cut 
to size, so any size box is possible. 
The board conforms to Rule 41 of 
the Uniform Freight Classification 
and to the United States Ajir 
Force specification PPP-B-00640a, 
1/14/58. 

Assembly requires no_ special 
A packer can fold the sheet 
parallel to the corrugations by 
bending it over the end of a work- 
bench or by using a straight edge 
as a mandrel. Cutting can be done

Appearing on the same panel as 
Millard was Eugene F. Ryan, pres- 
ident of The Rail-Trailer Co. His 
topic was “Piggy-back-Containeri- 
zation and the Challenge of Pri- 
vate Carriage.” 

He said that through Plans 3 
and 4 the railroads offer private 
shippers railway piggyback service. 
“Many improvements and refine- 
ments are sure to follow which 
will lead to the return of your traf- 
fic to the common carrier system,” 
he said. The motor common car- 
riers will one day offer service un- 
der a dual rate structure, one rate 
for joint motor-rail service and 
another for all highway service, he 
predicted. On containerization, he 
Said that it is up to the shipper 
to take the initiative in this de- 
velopment. 

Jess N. Rosenberg, of Western 
Highway Institute, was the third 
panel member. He spoke on “Cost 
of Proration and Reciprocity.” He 
said that reduction of this type of 
unwarranted cost can only come 
about through legislation. 

The 22nd Annual Convention 
was held at Dallas, Texas. Among 
the other topics discussed were 
“How to Determine Your Costs.” 
and “Advantages of Laboratory vs. 
Road Testing.”

Costs As Rate Basis 
Opposed by ATA Committee 


The Executive Committee of the 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc., has taken issue with “the 
growing emphasis” on the use of 
transportation costs as a major 
factor in setting freight rates. 

The committee voted to oppose 
ratemaking recommendations of 
the “Doyle Report.” Prepared by 
the staff of the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee, 
this report favors a greater em- 
phasis on cost in determining rates. 

The committee said “it is not 
believed to be in the interests of 
the trucking industry to make the 
cost of service theory in rate mak- 
ing a predominant consideration. 
Such an emphasis, according to 
the ATA, would virtually eliminate 
the value of service principle.” 

The committee also stated that 
all commercial highway vehicles in 
interstate commerce should be re- 
quired to comply with safety regu- 
lations of the ICC. This action 
grew out of a U. S. District Court 
ruling arising out of the Roseburg, 
Ore., truck explosion. In that case 
the court ruled that the ICC has 
no power to issue safety regula- 
tions bearing on operation of 
equipment by private carriers.

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Railroad Report 
The AAR Answers Hoffa 


James R. Hoffa, president, International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, has declared war on piggy-back. 
He claims that piggy-back has cut the number of 
drivers by 20,000. The first Hoffa weapon to go into 
action is a $5 fee that truckers are to pay the union 
for each trailer loaded on a flatcar. In addition, 
he wants a heavy wage penalty for idle drivers. 
The Association of American Railroads has an- 
swered many of Hoffa’s claims. Below are some of 
the union claims with AAR explanations. 


UNION: “The most serious problem today deals spe- 
cifically with the truckaway industry. This seqment 
of the transportation industry has been hit with 
hurricane suddenness and force by the railroad-ICC 
combination. ... The question arises of how the rail- 
roads can deliver automobiles for as much as 50 per 
cent less than the car haulers. The answer lies in 
the very complex method used by the ICC in formu- 
lating rate schedules.” 


AAR: The association says that the railroads’ in- 
creased competitive ability is not produced by a rail- 
road-ICC combination. It results from advancement 
in technology. In addition to dieselization, central- 
ized traffic control, and automatic freight yards, ad- 
vances include new methods of loading and new types 
of cars. 


UNION: “ICC has on nearly every occasion overruled 
the truckers, and allowed the railroads to put their 
clearly anti-trucker rates for piggybacking into effect. 
These discriminatory, price-cutting rates are gener- 
ally 50 per cent or more under rates offered by the 
truckaway companies.” 


AAR: “What this statement really means is that the 
ICC has refused to kill-off arbitrarily a new and for- 
midable competitor of the trucking industry; has 
refused to sacrifice and subordinate the public inter- 
est In piggy-back growth and development to ... the 
interests of the trucking industry; and has refused 
to guarantee to truckers the right to handle traffic 
they are not economically qualified to handle.” 
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UNION: “ the railroad industry selects a very 
lucrative market of the trucking industry, such as 
the hauling of cars. It goes to the ICC, and because 
this so-called regulatory agency is pro-railroad ori- 
ented, the railroads are able to obtain discriminatory 
rates.” 


AAR: “The implication here is that the ICC allows 
railroads to charge rates that are unduly low in rela- 
tion to the cost. . .. Yet at another point, where it 
is noted that the average piggy-back car earns about 
seven times more revenue a year than the average 
boxcar, the Teamster leaflet concludes: ‘These figures 
illustrate what a lucrative operation piggy-back 
really is.’”’ 


UNION: “In effect, the other users of the railroads’ 
services must subsidize the shipment of new cars 
until the railroads are able to put the truckaway com- 
panies out of business, and obtain a monopoly in this 
industry.”’ 


AAR: “If piggy-back traffic is paying its way—and 
even the Teamster publications say that it is—then 
it is axiomatic that piggy-back traffic is not being 
‘subsidized’ by other railroad traffic.” 


UNION: “The Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the railroad industry have created a revolution in the 
transportation industry that threatens to force the 
car hauling truckaway companies into bankruptcy, 
and destroy the jobs of over 15,000 Teamster mem- 
bers employed in the truckaway business.” 


AAR: As indicated earlier, the association claims that 
piggy-back is the outgrowth of advanced technology. 
As to loss of jobs, the AAR says that “due in no 
small part to truck competition, railroad employment 
in just 30 years has been cut in half: from 1,511,000 
in 1930 to fewer than 750,000 today.”’

HIGHWAY DEBATE OPENS — Debate on 
how to finance the highway program is underway. 
New Bureau of Public Roads estimate says the 
41,000-mile interstate network will still cost $41 
billion. The federal government still must appro- 
priate the final $11.6 billion of its share. Without 
new funds, the highways won’t be finished until 
1976, four years later than planned. The Bureau 
of Public Roads in a report on cost allocation for 
Congress found a “definite indication” that 
heavier truck-trailers should be paying a bigger 
share of the cost through higher graduated excise 
taxes. 


ICC SEEKS MORE FUNDS — The ICC is 
asking for an increase of $748,000 in its budget 
for the 12 months beginning next July 1, pri- 
marily to add to its enforcement and regulatory 
staffs. This would bring the total ICC budget to 
$22.2 million. Among the personnel increases 
would be 20 jobs in the Bureau of Operating 
Rights to handle the eight to 10 per cent increase 
in truck certificate applications and 14 persons 
in the Bureau of Inquiry and Compliance to staff 
increased enforcement activities. 


TRANSPORT AGENCY BACKED — For- 
mer President Eisenhower has added his voice 
to the support for creating a new Cabinet-level 
“Department of Transportation” in the govern- 
ment. In his final budget message just before 
leaving office, he called for creation of the new 
department to take over the nonregulatory func- 
tions of the various transport agencies, including 
the ICC. The new department was also backed by 
the special transport study conducted for the 
Senate Commerce Committee (Doyle report), but 
James M. Landis, transport “overseer” for Presi- 
dent Kennedy, did not endorse the plan imme- 
diately. 


RAIL MERGERS BACKED—ICC members 
are backing railroad mergers. Commissioner K. 
H. Tuggle recently assured the railroad industry 
the agency will give “sympathetic” consideration 
to any merger proposal which is “in the public 
interest.” Mergers which result in efficiency and 
economy, lead to better service and lower prices, 
will get Commission blessing, he said. Meanwhile, 
C&O Board Chairman Walter Touhy says that if 
his plan to merge with the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad wins ICC approval, he will open talks 
with the New York Central to further enlarge 
this system. 


ICC SPEEDS UP — Responding to sharp 
congressional criticism and the threat of reorgan- 
ization, the ICC has streamlined its operations to 
speed disposition of its cases. In two actions, 
both effective Feb. 1, the Commission sharply 
limited the right of appeal to the full Commission 
to cases involving issues of “general transporta- 
tion importance,” and created three staff boards 
to handle uncontested cases before the Bureau 
of Finance. The actions are expected to cut the 
number of proceedings by divisions by 400 a year 
and petitions to the full Commission by 700 a year. 


HIT FEDERAL TRANSPORT BUYING 

The government’s cut-rate transportation buying 
practices are largely to blame for the present 
problems of the industry, the air carriers say. 
Officials of the Air Transport Association say 
that “government chiseling” is hurting all modes 
of transportation. The government buys about $2.5 
billion worth of freight and passenger transporta- 
tion each year, and cuts about $500 million from 
the normal rates, they say. Last year, there were 
19,000 cut-rate quotations tendered carriers. They 
are asking for repeal of the section of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act which permits government to 
get lower rates. 


TAX CUT PUSHED — The smal! business 
tax bill has again been introduced in Congress. 
It would reduce both the individual and corporate 
tax rates over five years to a maximum of 47 per 
cent, with the lowest personal rate being cut to 
15 per cent. It would also ease tax depreciation 
for business, and cut estate and gift taxes to help 
small firms pass from father to son. Measure is 
sponsored by Reps. Howard H. Baker, R., Tenn.; 
A. S. Herlong, Jr., D., Fla.: and Bruce Alger, R., 
Tenn. 


STUDY REGULATORY AGENCIES — A 
special commission to help the government’s reg- 
ulatory commissions find answers to their prob- 
lems, rather than to investigate them, is under 
study. The proposal was made by Federal Judge 
E. Barrett Prettyman, who was named by former 
President Eisenhower to study these agencies, in- 
cluding the ICC. His recommendation was sent 
to President Kennedy. Under the plan, the con- 
ference would make recommendations to the 
agencies, the White House, and Congress, on a 
new code of ethics for agency employes, a per- 
sonnel recruiting program, methods of expediting 
decisions.

Rapid changes in regulatory 
philosophy, government programs, 
newly aggressive managements, 
and technological innovations have 
created a sea of change where 
relative tranquility once prevailed. 
It is a revolution not limited to 
transportation. The great changes 
in data collection and processing 
brought about by computers, auto- 
mation in manufacturing, newly 
developed business mathematics, 
and the rise of vigorous competi- 
tion for markets at home and 
abroad are manifestations of the 
spectrum of economic change. 


Profit Opportunities 


The result of these changes is 
the creation of profit opportunities 
for alert managements. At the 
same time changes also reduce 
profits as newer developments are 
introduced and adopted by more 
alert competitors. 

Our achievements in production 
are well known. Scientific methods 
applied to manufacturing have re- 
sulted in our economic dominance. 
But scientific developments in dis- 
tribution are relatively new and 
untested. It is remarkable that the 
cost of making a product is equal, 
on the average, to the cost of 
moving raw materials to factory 
sites and finished products to 
ultimate consumers.

Only half of the consumer price of a product is 


for manufacturing. The other half is distribution. 


Reducing this part of a price is the job of the DM 


dollar for a product, only half is 
for manufacturing. The other half 
is for distribution. According to 
these ratios the cost of distributing 
all goods in the United States in 
1959 was about $230 billion. 

According to a recent Trans- 
portation Associations of America 
bulletin, freight charges accounted 
for about $42 billion of this 
amount. So, freight transportation 
accounted for about one-sixth of 
the total cost of distributing goods. 
This ratio suggests that the con- 
centration of traffic managers on 
rates alone effectively covers only 
one-sixth of the total cost of distri- 
bution. 


Broaden Outlook 


If the traffic manager wishes to 
expand his responsibility and value 
to his firm he must broaden his 
outlook. It can be accomplished 
by recognition of physical distribu- 


tion as the proper role for the 
traffic executive of the future. 

In order to contrast the new ap- 
proach of physical distribution 
management and more traditional 
views of traffic management it 
might be useful to briefly review 
changes in transportation which 
strongly suggest the adoption of 
newer methods for controlling 
materials flow. 

The fundamental statutes sur- 
rounding traditional approaches to 
transport control revolve around 
the Act to Regulate Commerce 
passed in 1887. The fundamental 
premise surrounding the act was 
the monopoly position of the rail- 
roads. The act’s fundamental em- 
bodiment was contained in sections 
one through four. 

The role of traffic management, 
in its traditional sense, relates 
closely to the issuance of rules,

the scientific approach to bu4- 
geting physical distribution ex- 
penses is in an embryonic stage. 

Industry, feeling the effects of 
keen competition, must be in a 
better position to anticipate ex- 
penses in relation to the overall 
operation, to individual functions 
within the operation and, most 
important, to individual products. 
Unfortunately, it is not uncommon 
in establishing profit and loss 
statements on separate products 
for manufacturers to use a con- 
stant figure for physical distribu- 
tion expense. Often this is a per 
cent of selling price—regardless 


as THE SCIENCE of traffic man- 


of the characteristics of each 
product. The average distribution 
cost as a per cent of total sales 
is applied uniformly to all prod- 
ucts even though the distribution 
cost may range, by product, from 
less than one per cent to more than 
30 per cent of sales depending up- 
on the value per pound, classifica- 
tion rating, etcetera. 

Historical data on freight charg- 
es can be determined by analyzing 
each freight bill. However, devel- 
oping this information accurately 
would take much longer than ob- 
taining estimates by the method 
described here. Further, the | fig- 
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tribution expenses, estimating future costs 


ures resulting from extending the 
weight of each item on an order 
by the actual charges paid would 
only produce freight expenses. 
Other factors of distribution 
would have to be accounted for in 
some other manner. 

Progressive managements are 
more interested in accurate es- 
timates of future costs than in 
absolute figures for past costs. 
Accurate past costs make excellent 
historical data for projecting fu- 
ture expenses but the price of 
obtaining them is too great. 

To develop the data necessary 
to estimate future expenses the 
activities should be categorized. 
Expenses should be accounted for 
by activity over a period of time. 
Separate prefix account numbers 
should be assigned to each dis- 
tribution territory (an area serv- 
iced by a plant, branch, or ware- 
house). Separate suffix code num- 
bers are used for each factor of 
distribution being reported. Since 
the objective is to obtain adequate 
information—and not necessarily 
positive—the controls should take 
the simplest form possible con- 
sistent with results desired. 

The expense factors to be ac- 
counted for separately will be 
dependent upon the distribution 
methods. They will also depend 
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upon the freight terms of sale. Of 
course, the more detailed that the 
divisions are, the more precise the 
estimates will be. 

Physical distribution is a phrase 
interpreted in many ways. It is 
considered here to encompass all 
activities concerned with the pro- 
tective packing, storage, and 
physical movement of commodities 
from the time that they are manu- 
factured until they are delivered 
to the buyer. 

These factors do not include any 
of the selling, merchandising, and 
advertising functions that actuate 
the movements. With this as a 
premise, the following categories 
of physical distribution expenses 
could be considered appropriate 
for a manufacturer of consumer 
products: 

Shipping case expense, shipping 
department expense, traffic depart- 
ment expense, loss and/or damage 
deficit, and property insurance. 
Also branch or warehouse expense, 
property taxes, freight to branch- 
es or warehouses, freight to cus- 
tomers, and freight allowances on 
volume shipments. 

Each factor deserves a brief ex- 
planation. The expenses which 
comprise it and methods which 
properly account for the expense 
will be covered. 
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A corrugated shipping case adds 
no value to the products that it 
contains. It is simply a conven- 
ience of storage and carriage and, 
therefore, an expense of physical 
distribution. The actual cost of 
shipping cases is a matter of rec- 
ord. 


Shipping Department Expense 


Included in this factor is the 
cost of in-plant warehousing of 
finished goods. In some instances, 
because of separation of functions, 
it might be more feasible to report 
Warehouse Finished Goods Ex- 
pense (Storage) separately from 
Shipping Department Expense 
(Shipping). 

The source of this data would be 
the departmental expense report. 
It would include such controllable 
expenses as salaries and wages, 
employe fringe benefits, payroll 
taxes, departmental supplies (in- 
cluding extraneous packing ma- 
terials such as steel strapping), 
uniforms, and mechanical main- 
tenance. Also included would be 
such constant costs as heat, elec- 
tricity, real estate maintenance, 
property insurance, depreciation, 
and property taxes. 

By applying different labor code 
numbers to different shipping 
operations, or estimating from ex- 
perience, it can be determined how 
much shipping department expense 
is distribution other departments 
ship. A department might be re- 
sponsible for mailing consumer 
samples, shipping advertising 
matter, or shipping salesman’s 
samples. The labor and overhead 
costs of these are more properly 
assignable to merchandising, ad- 
vertising, and selling. Other 
examples of extraneous shipments 
would include the returning of 
rejected materials to a supplier, a 
shipment of machinery for repairs, 
and a shipment of scrap since here 
we are only concerned with func- 
tions of storage and movement of 
regular goods that are to be sold. 

The best cost index in a shipping 
department for consumer products 
shipped rather’ than 
weight handled or value of ship- 
ments. The cost of making stock 
transfers to warehouses should be 
charged out to the warehouse re- 
ceiving the merchandise.

The source again is the depart- 
mental expense report. Important 
variable items, other than salaries’ 
are departmental! supplies (includ- 
ing the cost of tariffs), travel, and 
membership fees. The customary 
constant factors are primarily 
developed from the square feet 
taken up by the offices of the 
department. 

Also, portions of the charges are 
closed to accounts other than 
distribution in relation to the 
amount of time consumed by the 
personnel in the department in 
routing and tracing inbound ship- 
ments, checking and paying in- 
bound freight bills, making hotel 
and travel reservations and so 
forth. It is suggested that the cost 
index here be based on expense 
per hundredweight. This would 
be a safe measure of time con- 
sumed (time being the primary 
expense of operating a traffic 
department) since where the 
weight is, so will be the manpower 
checking freight bills, etcetera. 


LOSS /DAMAGE Deficit 


When, because of loss or dam- 
age, goods cannot be accounted 
for in a saleable condition the 
distribution division should, in 
effect, be charged. The amount 
should be that which would have 
been recovered had the shipment 
been properly delivered. (In the 
case of a loss on a shipment to 
a customer the charge would be 
the selling price of the loss. In 
the event of a loss on a transfer

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of stock to a warehouse, the 
amount agreed upon might be the 
cost of goods plus 10 percent 
overhead.) 

To offset these charges, distrib- 


* ution should be credited for all 


amounts recovered from ware- 
houses, carriers, or insurance com- 
panies as a result of claims filed. 
The reasoning behind this is that 
if stocks are warehoused in 15 
locations rather than one or two, 
the susceptibility to loss is 
considerably greater. If the ware- 
houses were established to reduce 
overall distribution costs any loss- 
es incurred by so doing are charge- 
able to distribution. Similarly, 
losses on shipments moving on a 
released value which are in excess 
of the amount claimable from the 
carrier are applicable distribution 
charges since the released value 
clause was entered on the bill of 
lading solely to save distribution 
costs. 


Property Insurance 


The expense of transit insurance 
as well as insurance on property 
stored either in plants, branches, 
or warehouses is included in this 
factor. The trend today is for 
manufacturers to purchase all- 
risk transportation floater policies 
that cover a multitude of casual- 
ties on a cost per dollar of sales 
basis. 

Underwriters, by using historical 
data on claim experience and by 
analysing the current methods of 
distribution, can develop a com- 
posite rate that will cover most 
losses en route or in storage. As 
long as the policy holder covers 
only outbound transit and finished 
goods storage the premium will 
not have to be apportioned. Should 
it cover inbound transit and raw 
material storage, it will be nec- 
essary to allocate a share to the 
account commonly referred to as 
Cost of Goods. 

If, on the other hand, policies 
are purchased for separate con- 
tingencies, the individual premiums 
can be easily charged into the 
applicable accounts. In any event, 
this is an expense directly related 
to value.

A profile of maritime shipping, the laws and codes 


it runs under, and just what the new administration 


can expect from 


HE YEAR 1960 from the point 

of view of our trade was 

neither boom nor bust but our 
gross national product did reach 
the one-half trillion mark for the 
first time in history. Under the 
impetus of a dynamic new admin- 
istration in Washington, this rec- 
ord will soon be topped. 

Let’s look at the international! 
shipping conferences, the volun- 
tary associations of shipping com- 
panies of all national flags en- 
gaged in a given trade. 

The task of a conference is to 
fix the rates and charges that shall 
prevail in that trade. Its purpose 
is to serve the interest of all ship- 
pers as well as the self interest of 
the carriers. Its obligation is to 
act in the best public interest. Its 
legality under our laws depends on 
the approval of the Federal Mari- 
time Board of its basic agreement 
and its rules and regulations, un- 
der which it operates. 


Authorized Conferences 


Of the rate fixing conferences 
now in existence, 111 are author- 
ized by the FMB. Today the con- 
ference system in international 
trade is on trial in the court of 
public opinion. The irregularities, 
malpractices, and secret and un- 
filed and unapproved agreements 
brought to light by the Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives threaten the very foun- 
dations of the system. Disclosures 
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its cargo shipping operation 


made thus far lay bare the funda- 
mental weakness of the conference 
system. 

As long as cargoes are plentiful 
and there is little or no over-ton- 
naging in the trade, agreements 
voluntarily entered into are for the 
most part observed. But when car- 
goes get a little short, some com- 
panies—both American and for- 
eign—quickly forget the mutual 
agreements and engage in illegal 
practices in order to get business. 

A signed agreement of mutual 
undertaking becomes a mere scrap 
of paper, something to be pushed 
lightly aside as a meaningless doc- 
ument. Under the protection of the 
conference system, they violate the 
principles which the company vol- 
untarily agreed to support and up- 
hold. Secret rebates of ocean 
freight become the order of the 
day. 

There is a three-way examina- 
tion of industry malpractices now 
underway. One by the Judiciary 
Committee of the House will 
shortly resume its public hearings. 
A second by the Anti Trust Divi- 
sion of the Department of Justice, 
a third by the FMB—all examin- 
ing malpractices. From this pub- 
lic scrutiny will come many worth- 
while suggestions for improving 
the method of conducting our in- 
ternational trade. 

The board feels that with all its 
weaknesses, the shipping confer- 
ence system is the best known 


method of fixing rates in interna- 
tional trade. Undue interference 
in rate making processes on the 
part of any one government can 
only lead to confusion and interna- 
tional misunderstanding. Imper- 
fect though it is, we still support 
the conference system. 


Malpractices 


This is not to say that we con- 
done malpractices in our foreign 
trade. We do not. We will use the 
power of the FMB to stamp out 
such practices. If some of our ex- 
isting conferences go under in the 
process, it will only be because 
they have failed in their basic pur- 
pose and forfeited public trust. 
Our efforts should be turned to 
new ideas to make the system work 
better and with less friction. 

Our program of activity should 
be along the lines that any confer- 
ence sincerely trying to abide by 
its approved agreements and rules 
will receive a helping hand from 
the board. We look upon approved 
agreements as binding obligations, 
not something to be observed only 
when it suits the convenience of 
the member. 

The classic concept that confer- 
ences are self regulating must also 
include the principle of proper 
self policing. The board will sup- 
port the adoption by conferences 
of so-called neutral bodies to aid 
in this self policing, providing, 
however, that the work of these 
neutral bodies is supervised by the 
board. 

The board cannot and will not 
delegate its regulatory responsibil- 
ity to conferences. We ask the con- 
ferences to police their agree- 
ments. The board will police viola- 
tions of our shipping laws. This 
is not double jeopardy. 

At the proper time we will sup- 
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port Congressiona! action to legal- 
ize the se-called dual rate system 
under rules and regulations 
adopted by the board. Such rules 
must provide proper safeguards 
for the shipper, carriers, and the 
public interest. After two years of 
interim legislation, enough facts 
are now known to enable Congress 
to reach an informed opinion. 

The board in cooperation with 
Congress and the Department of 
Justice will work toward disposi- 
tion of its crowded docket. It will 
keep in mind that with any settle- 
ment of pending cases resulting in 
the paying of fines, the fine im- 
posed should match the gravity of 
the offense. 

Some method must be devised to 
settle a number of cases, without 
long hearings in which companies 
involved do not wish to continue 
contesting charges brought against 
them. We support the principle 
that the federal government should 
regulate the shipping industry 
only to the extent justified by 
broad public interest. In the areas 
where we must regulate, however, 
we promise quick action with re- 
newed vigor. 


A troublesome controversy in 


this field of international shipping 
that we have at the present is the 
right of the FMB to obtain records 
located in foreign countries that 
pertain to our foreign commerce. 
The board’s right to require pro- 
duction of these records is now be- 


ing contested in our courts. Sev- 
eral countries have gone so far as 
to suggest to their nationals that 
the board’s order should not be 
obeyed. It is hoped that this mat- 
ter can be solved at the diplomatic 
level without recriminations. It is 
essential that the board have all 
necessary records made available 
to it whether they are located here 
or abroad. 

In simple terms, what we seek is 
the through movement of our goods 
from origin to destination, whether 
domestic or foreign, on one bill of 
lading, with minimum handling, at 
the lowest possible cost to the 
shipper and consumer. To accom- 
plish this takes maximum coordi- 
nation among all modes of trans- 
portation. Reasonable men may 
differ on methods to accomplish 
this, but all will agree with the 
objective.

Last year, I recommended to the 
Senate and House committees on 
interstate and foreign commerce 
the establishment of a joint board 
for through routes and joint rates 
for our offshore domestic trade. I 
was happy to see that Mr. Landis 
recommended this concept in his 
recent report to the President. 

Through bills of lading for ship- 
ment by rail and water are not 
new. Before World War I, rail 
carriers and water carriers had 
entered into agreements for the 
issuance of through rail-water 
bills of lading to foreign destina- 
tions. In 1912, the ICC instituted 
an investigation which resulted in 
the prescription by the ICC of a 
uniform through export bill of lad- 
ing (Aug. 8, 1919). But the Dis- 
trict Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York held that the 
ICC had exceeded its authority in 
prescribing such a bill of lading. 

On Feb. 28, 1920, however, the 
Transportation Act of 1920 added 
a Section 25 to the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. It specifically author- 
ized the ICC to prescribe such a 
through bill of lading for use on 
ships registered under the Amer- 
ican flag. This section required 
also that the through bill of lad- 
ing should name separately the 
charge for railway and water 
transportation and any port 
charges not included in the rail or 
water transportation charges. 

In other words, a through rail 
and water charge which would in- 
clude all incidental transfer 
charges would have to be set up, 
but this through charge would 
show separately the rail and water 
charges and transfer or port 
charges. For all practical pur- 
poses, the shipper would have a 
rate through to destination with 
no unknown charges to be added 
subsequently. 

Section 25 gave the ICC author- 
ity to establish a through export 
bill of lading for use on American

flag ships. At this stage it is not 
known whether this was done to 
favor American flag shipping or 
because Congress was doubtful as 
to its authority to empower the 
ICC to prescribe bill of lading con- 
ditions which would apply on for- 
eign flag ships. Regardless of the 
language in Section 25, however, 
foreign flag lines as well as Amer- 
ican have participated in carriage 
under uniform through export bill 
of lading. 

In 1929 the ICC, after extended 
hearings, prescribed a uniform 
through export bill of lading form 
for use in the foreign trade. This 
bill of lading was in three parts. 
Part I covers rail transportation 
from inland U. 8S. points to over- 
seas water carriers at U.S. port of 
shipment. Part II covers water 
transportation from U. 8S. port of 
shipment to foreign port of dis- 
charge. Part III covers transporta- 
tion from foreign port of discharge 
to delivery at ultimate destination 
beyond that port. Part III is sel- 
dom used. 

The uniform through export bill 
of lading has been in general use 
in the Trans Pacific trades for 
many years. Members of the Pa- 
cific Westbound Conference have 
what are known as overland rates. 
They are usually lower than local 
rates and apply only to shipments 
moving under the uniform through 
export bill of lading. The through 
charge for overland cargo— 
roughly, cargo originating east of 
Denver—is made up of the export 
rail rate plus the overland water 
rate with the rail and water car- 
riers dividing the handling and 
wharfage charges between them. 
Few problems have been encoun- 
tered as a result of the use of this 
bill of lading form Trans Pacific. 
The Trans Atlantic lines, however, 
have never been very anxious to 
use it. 

The Transportation Act of 1940 
repealed Section 25 of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act. The repeal 
did not make the use of the through 
export bill of lading unlawful. But 
it cast serious doubt on the author- 
ity of the ICC to prescribe a uni- 
form through export bill of lading 
form.

Tractor-trailer units were required 
to back into the docking area to 
unload. Incoming trucks sometimes 
constituted a lineup almost a block 
long while waiting for bay assign- 
ment or the departure of empties. 
Now trucks enter from one street 
and exit into another eliminating 
traffic jams. 

The overall re-arrangement has 
resulted in 25 per cent faster un- 
loading of trucks and expedited 
transfer of material and maximum 
utilization of receiving personnel. 
The Hawthorne Works daily han- 
dles up to 200 truck shipments. 

Heart of the dispatch system is 
a closed-circuit television system 
involving five separate cameras. 
They cover the receiving court en- 
trance, the exit, and the 17 truck 
dock positions. There is a camera 
control unit, a camera head switch 
unit, and one monitor. 

Units of the system are designed 
for compactness, maximum flexi- 
bility, and operating reliability. 
Each of the five cameras weighs 5 
lb and is 3%4-in. wide x 3%-in. 
high x 9 1/32-in. long including 
rear cable connectors. Camera 
lenses can add from 1% in. to 5 in. 
to the length of the camera. 

teduced size of the camera can 
be attributed to miniaturization of 
components in the camera head and 
the design of a separate head 
switching unit in the operator’s 
booth. An integral cooling system 
takes care of the only heat dis- 
sipation required. 

Both camera control unit and 
head switching unit were designed 
for maximum utilization of avail- 
able dock control space. The camera 
control unit and camera head 
switching unit are each 19-in. wide 
x 5¥,-in. high x 14-in. deep. 

There is a definite sequence of 
operations for incoming trucks. A 
truck at the entrance of the receiv- 
ing dock area is sensed by a treadle 
in the pavement. It actuates a 
flashing light in the dock opera- 
tor’s booth.

Minimum Inventories 


As with most businesses today, 
one of our primary considerations 
in keeping costs down is to main- 
tain stock inventories at a mini- 
mum level. At the same time, we 
must be careful to prevent stocks 
from becoming depleted, resulting 
in a continual back-order situation. 

At the home office in Springfield, 
Mass., we maintain seven inventory 
records for hair care prepara- 
tions. They consist of inventories 
for each of our five warehouses 
throughout the United States—one 
for in-transit shipments and one 
for dead storage. 

Since these inventories are used 
as a basis for setting up work 
schedules in our manufacturing 
plant, their timeliness and ac- 
curacy are important. Also of 
prime importance are sales fore- 
casts based on prior sales to cus- 
tomers accumulated by product and 
area. 
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Not long after our preparations 
were introduced on the national 
market, it became evident that our 
former methods of hand posting 
inventory and production reports 
daily and hand posting sales week- 
ly could not keep pace with our 
rapidly growing business. 

Also, there was the mounting 
work load facing us with regard 
to preparation of packing lists, 
shipping labels, bills of lading, and 
invoices. We found the solution 
to our problems in these areas 
through the use of EDP. 


Memory Unit 


The basis for our present EDP 
setup is a self-contained electronic 
data processing system with a 
magnetic disk memory unit as its 
central element. Information is 
stored on both sides of 50 disks 
which are arranged in a vertical 
stack that rotates at 1200 rpm. An 
access arm moves rapidly up and 
down between the spinning disks to 
reach any particular group of data. 
The arm acts under instructions 
stored in the system and by addi- 
tional instructions that enter the 
machine when a transaction is 
processed. 

The disks in our machine are 
used to store information relative 
to all seven inventories, sales his- 
tory and other information on each 


customer, and sales. statistics—

which are broken down by product 
and territory. The disk storage 
unit has a capacity of 5,000,000 
alpha-numerical characters in 100- 
character groups. Each group is 
available in less than one second. 
Output from the machine can be in 
printed, punched card, or typed 
form. 

To illustrate how the system 
functions, let’s start with the cus- 
tomer order. Upon receipt, the or- 
der is customer coded to conform 
with our numerical filing system 
used both on punched cards and 
in the EDP system. Then, product 
ecards for each item ordered are 
pulled from storage tub files. The 
cards are prepunched by product, 
package size, and quantity. Then 
the product cards are combined 
into a deck with the customer’s 
prepunched sales history card. 


Customer History 


Approximately 70 per cent of 
our sales are through wholesalers, 
with the remainder going direct to 
normal retail outlets for beauty 
aids and cosmetics. A complete 
history is kept on file for each cus- 
tomer. Histories are used to help 
predict sales with respect to sea- 
son, territory, product, and special 
promotional packages. 

After the product cards and 
customer history card have been 
combined, the entire deck is put

through an accounting machine for 
preparation of a five-part order 
form. Two copies of the form are 
used as a packing list, two become 
bills of lading, and a fifth copy is 
used by the warehouse as a work- 
sheet. The EDP system also pre- 
pares a stencil at the same time for 
use in preparing shipping labels. 

During the shipping cycle, the 
order deck is held in an on-order 
file. After shipment, the warehouse 
worksheet is returned to the order 
department and the cards checked 
against it. Since all of our orders 
are filled from packaged stock pre- 
pared a week earlier from the fore- 
already mentioned, inven- 
tories are not up-dated until after 
shipment. 


casts 


These same cards are then proc- 
essed through the system which 
extends the cost, deducts various 


dealer discounts, and creates a 
summary card. The summary card 
contains all the information neces- 
sary for preparing the customer 
invoice on the accounting machine. 
The customer history card and 
product cards are then returned to 
the tub files. 

After invoicing has been com- 
pleted, the summary cards are 
sorted by product and package size 
and processed through the system 
to update disk-stored sales statis- 
tics and inventory records. Con- 
sidering all of the various products 
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and package sizes, we have from 
300 to 350 separate product items. 
This particular updating is per- 
formed on a daily basis. 

Also, by using various punched 
card codes, we are able to sort the 
cards by type of outlet—beauty 
jobber, barber jobber, wholesale 
drug, wholesale grocery, variety 
jobber, government accounts, etc. 
This helps us determine where we 
can expect the largest volume of 
turnover and what areas need more 
concentration by our sales per- 
sonnel. 

Sales are broken down by sales 
territories. Whenever a_ special 
combination offer is being run, 
sales can be broken down further 
by customer. Also, when a new 
preparation is introduced, the cards 
are coded for this to indicate sales 
of the item so we can determine 
which customers are buying the 
product. 


Sales Trends 

It is a considerable advantage 
to be constantly on top of just 
what is happening with regard to 
sales. Trends in either direction 
for certain preparations or pack- 
age sizes can be spotted imme- 
diately. Having this type of in- 
formation prevents our West 
Springfield, Mass., manufacturing 
plant from building up too large an 
inventory for any one item. 

As mentioned previously, the 
overall system is built around the 
customer order. The daily accumu- 
lation of customer orders is used to 
update all inventory and sales sta- 
tistics records stored in the system. 
The only other input is production 
information supplied (via punched 
cards) by the manufacturing plant. 

The system also contains a key- 
board and typewriter as part of 
the operating console. It allows 
the operator to inquire into the 
status of any customer account or 
sales record in the disk storage 
unit. Since these records are con- 
stantly being posted on a daily 
basis, an inquiry brings a truly 
current status report almost in- 
stantly. 


Reports Run 


Stored information lets us run 
various sales and inventory reports 
either at certain specified intervals 


or at a moment’s notice. Under 
normal circumstances, a weekly 
inventory report is sent out to each 
of the five warehouses. Using this, 
plus a sales forecast, the ware- 
house can determine just what 
items to order from the manufac- 
turing plant. These reports are 
used also by the manufacturing 
plant to set up work schedules for 
the upcoming week. 

The actual updating of the disk- 
stored information is a relatively 
simple operation. After the pre- 
viously mentioned summary cards 
are sorted according to the data to 
be updated, they are sent through 
the system. For instance, when 
the cards are sent through to up- 
date product sales, the access arm 
searches out the proper disk, goes 
to the total to be changed, literally 
erases the former figure, then in- 
serts the new total on the disk. 

Product sales are kept according 
to size and type with the informa- 
tion recorded to show monthly and 
year-to-date totals. Territory sales 
and customer histories are main- 
tained in the same manner. How- 
ever, territory sales show only 
product—the customer history re- 
veals dollar totals. As a by-product 
of this, we are able to provide our 
customers each month with a state- 
ment showing their current year- 
to-date purchases as compared with 
the previous year. 

By comparison, the majority of 
this work was performed formerly 
by hand in our billing department. 
Inventory and production records 
were hand-posted daily, while sales 
could not be posted more often 
than once a week. 


EDP Advantages 


What advantages are we ex- 
periencing with EDP? Briefly, we 
have been able to show consider- 
able savings first by eliminating 
the need for a separate billing de- 
partment. Being able to keep close 
track of what the public is buying 
has allowed us to prevent over- 
production and over-stocking of 
certain products and certain pack- 
age sizes. Obviously, considerable 
money can be tied up in having a 
warehouse stocked with, say, one 
pint packages when the only sizes 
that are moving are up to six 
ounces. ®

A control panel is located in- 
side the tail section next to the 
joint. It has a toggle switch and 
combines “open-closed” operation 
for the tail section and “on-off” 
control for the auxiliary hydrau- 
lic pump. Also on it are “un- 
locked,” “open,” and “open and 
locked” indicator lights. 

Controls for the elevator, rud- 
der, and elevator trim pass across 
the fuselage break-line. They are 
designed so that in disconnecting 
and reconnecting the correct rela- 
tionship between the pilot’s con- 
trols and the respective surface 
controls is maintained. 

Control system continuity is 
provided by sets of bevel gear- 
boxes. They operate pushrods 
through bell-crank levers. The 
gearboxes convert rotary motion 
of the control torque tubes into 
fore and aft movement across the 
break-line where it is converted 
back into rotary motion by a sec- 
ond set of gearboxes. The push- 
rod ends are set so that the link- 
age is in slight compression, elim- 
inating backlash. 

Of course, there are 
safety features which 
checks against the tail opening 
during flight. The locking actu- 
ators have internal locks which 
operate when the actuators are 
extended. The locking pins also 
have ball locks which automati- 
cally secure the pins in place. 

A manual quick-disconnect in 
the hydraulic pressure supply line 
at the joint isolates the swing-tail 
hydraulic installation.

Handling System 


The cargo handling system is 
said to require ground turn- 
around time of one hour. This 
compares with about five hours 
for conventional  piece-loading. 
The cargo handling system in- 
volves low weight equipment, 
maximum use of airplane’s cubic 
capacity, and maximum payload. 

The system uses thin, light pal- 
lets which slide on rubbing strips. 
Each pallet consists of an air- 
craft-quality plywood panel with 
aluminum sheets bonded to both 
faces, and aluminum edge fittings. 
Aluminum strips riveted to the 
pallet underside slide on dry lu- 
bricant—impregnated nylon run- 
ners fixed to the airplane floor. 

Each pallet weighs 140 |b and 
is half an inch thick. But load 
capacity is 8000 lb. This compares 
with pallets four inches thick 
weighing about 400 Ib in other 
systems. Pallet load contour and 
movement under flight accelera- 
tions are controlled by a throw- 
over net. It prevents cargo from 
touching the fuselage lining. 
Channel members on each side of 
the fuselage floor act as locating 
guide rails during loading and 
prevent pallet movement under 
normal flight loads. 

The pallet loads are restrained 
by barrier nets which take up to 
9g forward acceleration. These 
nets are attached to the floor and 
to pickup points spaced around 
the fuselage wall, between adja- 
cent pallets. 

The opened swing-tail gives di- 
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rect access to both the main hold 
and the rear underfloor compart- 
ment. To take full advantage of 
this, a cargo transfer platform 
has been developed. It has an 
upper level for transference of 
pallets and a lower transfer level 
for underfloor bins. 

When attached to the airplane, 
the platform becomes an exten- 
sion of the fuselage, moving with 
it under all conditions of chang- 
ing aircraft altitude caused by 
varying refuelling loads, oleo leg 
movements, gust loads on the open 
tail, and cargo movements over 
the sill. 

The platform is designed so 
that reaction to these movements 


is amost immediate and correction 
is automatic with angularity be- 
tween platform and airplane main- 
tained to give the required clear- 
ance between pallet base and fuse- 
lage guide-rails. It is essential to 
have automatic alignment to fully 
exploit the use of light pallets. 

During the time the swing-tail 
is being opened, a tubular-frame 
truss is attached to external lugs 
on the aircraft under the fuselage. 
The transfer platform is moved 
in on its castoring wheels to lo- 
cate with the truss. 

Rubber buffers on the forward 
face of the platform are the only 
direct contact it has with the air- 
plane. Platform locating lugs are 
locked to the truss by pins and 
adjustments for final lateral and 
vertical positioning are by hand- 
operated screwjacks. The plat- 
form front supports are counter- 
balanced to a relief load of up to 
1000 \lb. Once in position, two 
steady-pads at the rear of the 
platform are lowered to _ the 
ground to prevent castor move- 
ment. 

The two-level cargo transfer 
platform is supported on its chas- 
sis by a single ball-joint at the 
rear and rests on hard rubber 
blocks at the front when not at-

SLIP in profits sent this 

bonded public warehouse into 

a scramble for improved han- 
dling methods, complete efficiency. 
This is what a new management 
team prescribed. 

First step taken by Mack Gross- 
man, the new president of Green- 
point Terminal Warehouse in 
Brooklyn, was to convert the ware- 
house from an all-manual operation 
to a fork truck-and-pallet system. 
Next, he decided to rent, rather 
than purchase, all mobile handling 
equipment. 

These changes have been a major 
factor in increasing the company’s 
volume 360 per cent in seven years 
—without adding a foot to the 
warehouse’s original 1,500,000 sq 
ft area. And Greenpoint’s employes 
have seen that mechanization does 
not eliminate jobs. Because of the 
increase in business made possible 
through mechanization, the com- 
pany actually employs more ware- 
housemen now than it did seven 
years ago. 

For help in laying out new han- 
dling procedures, Greenpoint 
turned to a rental agency. After a 
thorough survey, the agency recom- 
mended rental of 14 fork trucks— 
nine of 2000 lb capacity and five of 
5000 lb capacity. All were to be 
equipped to burn liquefied petro- 
leum (LP) gas to avoid any fume 
problems in the warehouse. 

Greenpoint’s management found 
rental of handling equipment at- 
tractive for several reasons. A 
complete fleet of new trucks could 
be put to work immediately with 
no drain on working capital. This 
consideration was important. The 
company had just spent consider- 
able capital to purchase the ware- 
house. 

“By renting the equipment,” 
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New warehouse management 


revamped materials handling

on escaping profits 


Grossman explains, “we can deduct 
the monthly rental payments as a 
business expense. We also elim- 
inate tax problems connected with 
the proper write-off of equipment. 
Also, we are able to budget our 
handling costs on a monthly basis 
and we do not have to maintain 
our equipment.” 

The company’s president says 
that the elimination of maintenance 
worries in itself makes. rental 
worthwhile. “We had no mechanics 
here and no facilities for repairing 
mobile equipment,” he says. “To 
staff up with mechanics and sup- 
ply them with tools, parts and other 
equipment was economically un- 
feasible. Still, our equipment must 
be maintained properly to eliminate 
downtime. By renting the equip- 
ment from Clark Rental System, 
we are relieved of this worry,” 
Grossman explains. 

“We can’t fulfill our responsi- 
bility as a bonded public ware- 
house if we have excessive equip- 
ment downtime. Our only reason 
for being is to be able to accept 
goods from our customers for 
storage and make these goods 
available to them on a moment’s 
notice. Our present handling sys- 
tem with fork trucks and spe- 
cial attachments enables us to serv- 
ice customers in the shortest pos- 
sible time.” Grossman says. 


Attachments Needed 


A public warehouse is required 
to handle many kinds of merchan- 
dise. Some material arrives on 
pallets. Some products are shipped 
in individual cartons. Other com- 
modities may be received in bales 
or rolls.

forks handle bulky loads. Boom 
attachments move rolled goods.

The flexibility of mechanized 
handling equipment makes possible 
the loading and unloading of as 
many as 200 trucks a day. A 
comparison of past and present 
methods illustrates how some of 
the previous handling bottlenecks 
are now avoided. 


The warehouse handles a large 
volume of imported carpets. Car- 
pets are stored in rolls which 
weigh up to 1000 lb. They range 
from 9 to 15 ft long. A fork truck 
of 5000 lb capacity fitted with a 
boom and sling arrangement moves 
them in and out of storage. 

A web strap is fitted around the 
carpet roll and then attached to 
a hook on the fork truck’s boom.

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Skin packaging ...a “new look” 


LEXIBLE packaging techniques, widely accepted 
| ee the merchandising field, are going to work in 
the moving industry. 

Savings have been reported in labor, space, ma- 
terial, and breakage since the household goods in- 
dustry has started using skin packaging. Movers 
use this technique for shipping hard-to-handle and 
easily broken items. Chinaware, glass, kitchen condi- 
ments, delicate bric-a-brac, and other fragile items 
are protected by this new method. 

Packaging time is cut 25 per cent. Cost of ma- 
terials is cut 33 per cent. 


Packing Day 


When the packer comes, he rolls a light-weight, 
portable machine into the house. It passes easily 
through any standard doorway. In about 15 minutes 
it is set up and packing begins. 

The items to be packed are positioned on 14 x 18 
in. perforated, corrugated boards. Then they are se- 
curely vacuum-sealed with heavy gage polyethylene 
film. The film is heat shrunk tightly around the 
contour of the objects. Without additional wrapping, 
the boards then are packed into standard shipping

ing agent is Nevil Storage Co. 


cartons, snug and safe for the roughest kind of trip. 

In the corrugated container, the perforated boards 
are placed on end. The package consists of two tiers. 

This packaging method eliminates the need for 
individually packing easily broken items with shred- 
ded paper or corrugated cushioning material. The 
skin-packaged boards require less space in the car- 
tons and are sturdier. Cost to the customer remains 
unchanged. 


At the New Home 


For the customer, there also is a convenience fac- 
tor. Items to be unpacked are easily visible for pre- 
placement. Less unpacking time is required and there 
is less waste material to dispose of. Dishes unpack 
as clean as when they were packed. The film is slit 
around the items to be unpacked. Then it is peeled 
back. One of the biggest moving-day problems of the 
housewife, tarnishing of silverware by contact with 
packing paper of sulphuric content, has been elimi- 
nated. 

For the warehouseman, the reduced cube means 
less lost space in the trailer and less space to store 
the same number of items in the warehouse.

The machine, which operates on any 110-120 volt 
circuit, has a built-in dolly. It is 49 in. high, 25 in. 
wide, and 33 in. long. It weighs 150 lb. 

In the packaging operation, the pre-loaded corru- 
gated board is placed on the platen and the film 
inserted in a frame over the platen. The film is heated. 
A vacuum cycle draws the film tightly around the 
objects on the corrugated board. The frame is then 
opened, releasing the film package for insertion into 
a standard moving barrel. The total packaging cycle 
takes less than 30 seconds. 

The 20-in. wide film, treated on one side, is pur- 
chased in a roll which is mounted under the platen. 
Space for storing the packaging materials is built 
into the machine. 

Among the early users of skin packaging in the 
household goods field are North American Van Lines, 
Inc., and City Transfer and Storage Co., of San 
Francisco.

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Steel tubing acts as a channel for the 
V-type belt which rides on top of the 
channel to convey garments. The 
belt returns an equal distance inside 
tube to complete circuit. The belt is 
pulled over and through the track 
by fractional horsepower motors, 
makes little noise 
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regulations, and tariffs based on 
monopoly assumptions. Since the 
passage of this basic act, however, 
newer forms of regulated and un- 
regulated transportation such as 
motor and air and rejuvenated 
older forms such as water carriers 
have forced a reassesment of the 
traffic manager's role. 

In addition, management recog- 
nition of distribution costs has re- 
sulted in new institutions designed 
to achieve more economical distri- 
bution. A few of a legal and semi- 
legal character are private car- 
riage, exempt carriage, shippers 
co-ops, and leasing arrangements. 
The net result of these changes in 
available transport alternatives has 
wrought fundamental alterations in 
the role of traffic and transporta- 
tion management. 

Blind reliance on legal for- 
mzlisms of past eras under these 
new conditions only leads to bad 
transport policy, inefficient utiliza- 
tion of the transportation capacity, 
improper distribution mix most 
suited to achieve the objectives of 
the firm, and confusion among top 
management due to the resulting 
complicated and cumbersome struc- 
ture of the traffic function from 
such old-fashioned concepts. 

From the perspective of the 
traffiiC manager in an industrial 
firm and the managements of trans- 
port companies the above enumer- 
ated combined forces have resulted 
in primary dependence on rules, 
regulations, and _ legal-like  pro- 
cedures associated with monstrous 
tariff files, complicated rules, 
lengthy proceedings before regula- 
tory bodies, and reliance on legis- 
lative processes too often aimed at 
maintaining the status quo. 

This condition results in a 
myopia which effectively prevents 
the traffic manager from investi- 
gating the remaining five-sixths of 
total distribution costs. It also 
creates a peculiar language which 
clogs communications to top man- 
agement and increases details of 
work loads giving the general 
impression of inadequate staffs.

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trol, termed physical distribution, 
emphasizes analysis of movements, 
the serving of markets in competi- 
tion, and utilization of a spectrum 
of alternatives to reach the fina! 
goal of all companies increased 
profits. 

Physical distribution may be 
defined as the analysis of distribu- 
tion so as to reduce costs, increase 








service, enhance profit opportuni- 
ties, and increase competitive ad- 
vantage over rivals. The particular 
subject areas included in physical 
distribution are plant and ware- 
house location, determining the 
optimum number of plants and 
warehouses, stabilizing and con- 
trolling inventories in distribution, 
and selecting the appropriate trans- 
port agency. 

By and large, the traffic depart- 
ment as traditionally defined con- 
centrates its attention on selecting 
the transport alternative. Too often 
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traffic managers view the rate per 
cent as the sole measure of their 
efficiency. It can be easily demon- 
strated though the rate may well 
form the least important part of 
the cost. 

For example, it is not generally 
known that inventory in distribu- 
tion costs 25 per cent of its value 
to hold. A one-day reduction in 
inventory in certain cases may have 
much greater impact on reduced 
distribution costs than will a one 
per cent reduction of the rate. 

Now I am fully aware that many 
of you have responsibility in plant 
locations. I have been involved 
with 27 different plant locations. 
In 25 per cent of them the traffic 
manager was called in only after 
a small number of alternative loca- 
tions were selected. He then was 
asked to perform cost studies on 
the alternatives. 

I submit that in all these cases 
the fundamental information neces- 
sary to indicate the best location 
of any number of points was and 
is in the hands of the traffic 
manager. 

An interesting problem is the 
determination of the correct num- 
ber of warehouses. This is largely 
a function of transport. costs, 
inventory expense, and capital 
investment. Again the traffic man- 
ager probably has more informa- 
tion available to him to solve this 
problem than almost any other 
executive in the company. But too 
frequently I find these studies are 
made in other sections of the com- 
pany. 

Inventory control in distribution 
is, perhaps, one of the least under- 
stood areas of physical distribution. 
The ordinary accounting approach 
considers all goods to be located at 
a plant or warehouse. This ap- 
proach neglects the _ significant 
values of goods actually in the 
channels of distribution. 

If your company, for example, 
follows a 30-day inventory policy 
the chances are very good that as 
much as 10 per cent of corporate 
funds are tied up in finished pro- 
ducts. Small reductions in inventory 
through rapid movement of goods 
could reach a large number of 
dollars saved through reduced 
inventories. 

The power of these methods can 
be illustrated by a number of 
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actual cases on which | worked or 
which are available from published 
sources. 

@ A large manufacturer of ap- 
pliances plans a saving of $100 
million per year by replacing the 
number of warehouses and relocat- 
ing others. Traffic department did 
not play a major role in the study. 

@ A large food manufacturer 
doubled its gross profit on sales in 
two years partly as a result of a 
distribution audit and improved 
flow of materials. 

@® A manufacturer of tractors 
and farm equipment reduced in- 
ventories by 50 per cent in one 
year through improved distribution 
policies and reduction in ware- 
houses. 

@® A manufacturer of _ radio 
tubes reduced costs by $100,000 a 
year and released $2 million of 
capital through reduced inventory. 

The remarkable feature of these 
innovations is that too frequently 
they are directed and developed by 
other than traffic personnel. 

The tm knows the rates, weights

render technical advice to pur- 
chasers on the products being sold, 
house sales representatives, im- 
prove deliveries to customers, 
reduce overall distribution costs, 
and relieve congestion of storage 
facilities at plants. The first two 
would not apply to physical dis- 
tribution but the last three would. 
Consequently, any expenses of op- 
erating the branch or warehouse 
resulting from merchandising or 
selling activities should be segre- 
gated from the distribution 
account. 

Taxes on property stored at 
plants are frequently included in 
Shipping Department Expense. 
When this is not the case an 
account should be established so 
that the appropriate tax charges 
can be included in the overall 
distribution costs. 

Property taxes at branches or 
warehouses ordinarily will be set 
up in a separate account. They are 
appropriately chargeable to the 
distribution account if the pri- 
mary function of the branch or 
warehouse is to distribute to cus- 
tomers (as opposed to being a 
showroom). This expense, as with 
that of property insurance, is 
directly related to value. 

The accuracy of the estimates 
of future distribution expenses will 
depend to a large extent on the 
number of categories into which 
current distribution expenses are 
placed. Therefore, this account is 
very important to a manufacturer 
using branches or warehouses in 
distributing his products. The 
charges can be accounted for sep- 
arately with little effort — the 
number of shipments is compara- 
tively few. 

However, to avoid distortion of 
charges from year to year, as this 
expense is incurred it should be 
set up in a deferred account and 
only applied to Freight To Branch- 
es or Warehouses Expense as the 
freight moves from the branches 
or warehouses to customers. This 
will avoid putting large expenses 
into a period where there are no 
corresponding sales to absorb 


them. An example would be mak- 
ing several exceptionally large 
transfers of stock to warehouses 
during December for reshipment 
to customers in January where a 
manufacturer uses the calendar 
vear for its fiscal vear. 

Assume that on Jan. 1 of a given 
year a manufacturer has stocks in 
warehouses away from the plant 
amounting to 4,000,000 Ib. Assume 
also that on Dec. 31 of the same 
vear, that the warehouse stocks 
totaled 3,000,000 lb through elim- 
ination of one of the warehouses 
or better inventory control plan- 
ning. If the cost to ship to the 
warehouse averaged $2 per cwt., 
the distribution account would be 
understated to the extent of $20,- 
000 since the current year would 
get the benefit of shipments made 
to warehouses in previous years. 
Setting up the cost of making 
stock transfers in a prepaid ac- 
count will eliminate this possibil- 
ity. 

In most operations this category 
will absorb the greatest number 
of distribution dollars and will 
comprise the vast majority of the 
bills paid. It would include all 
forms of transportation used—rail, 
truck, parcel post, etcetera. In- 
dividual bills on shipments to 
customers of finished goods which 
include advertising matter or some 
other item not directly related to 
the sale should be reviewed as 
they are being paid to assure that 
the correct account numbers are 
used for the extraneous items in- 
cluded in the shipment. 

According to rulings of the 
Federal Trade Commission such 
allowances must be offered indis- 
criminately to all customers and 
must represent no more than actual 
savings accrued to the seller as a 
result of making volume shipments. 
Consequently, if a shipper offers a 
4 per cent freight allowance on 
orders of 25,000 lb of merchandise, 
the distribution account should be 
debited with the allowance in re- 
turn for the savings that it has 
incurred by not shipping the 25,000 
lb in several small lots. @

The operator scans empty truck 
bays to see which is best suited to 
handle the truck and its contents. 
Electric eyes signal filled bays. He 
visually checks the length of the 
incoming truck against the lengths 
of trucks adjacent to and opposite 
empty bays. 

The operator also checks for 
availability of a dock and for the 
presence of dock-levelers, hoists, 
and other equipment which may be 
dictated by the unloading require- 
ments of the arriving shipment. 
The operator directs the driver to 
his designated bay. 

After the truck is unloaded the 
driver pulls up to a steel draw- 
bridge used so that heavy pedes- 


trian traffic can pass from build- 
ing to building.

tached to the aircraft truss. The 
ball-joint incorporates self-level- 
ling jacks. This combination com- 
pensates for aircraft deflections 
about the yaw, pitch, and roll axes 
during loading and servicing. 

With the transfer loading plat- 
form attached to the airplane and 
levelled for loading, a fork-lift 
truck, overhead monorail, or load- 
ing bridge is used to place a con- 
tainer or pallet on the platform 
upper level where a roller con- 
veyor, set slightly above the air- 
craft floor level, permits easy 
movement of the pallet into the 
airplane until about one-third of 
its length is inside the open rear 
fuselage. 

Then hook car- 
riers, operated by a chain and ¢ca- 
ble mechanism housed in fixed ex- 
trusions on both sides of the air- 
craft floor, automatically engage 
with pick-up fittings on each side 
of the pallet and draw it to a pre-

determined location in the fuse- 
lage. 

The chain and cable system 
then returns the hook carriers to 
the loading sill for pickup of the 
next pallet. This sequence con- 
tinues until the main compart- 
ment is filled. 

Simultaneously with this opera- 
tion, cargo bins or containers are 
placed on the lower level of the 
platform for loading into the rear 
underfloor cargo compartment. 
Handling of the cargo on the level 
is simplified. A ball conveyor and 
standard roller conveyors on the 
platform and in the aircraft com- 
partment floor are used. 

To avoid flexing under load and 
convenient warehouse 
handling, the lightweight pallets 
are laid on supporting frames. 
When loaded, the pallet complete 
with frame can be picked up by 
a fork truck equipped with a spe- 
cial roller-bed attachment. 


to allow 


The attachment allows the roll- 
ers to project upward through the 
frame so that the pallet is sup- 
ported by the rollers. Pallet stops, 
which restrain the load in transit, 
are retracted on reaching the 
transfer platform and the load is 
rolled onto the platform deck. 

The transfer platform can han- 
dle two fully-loaded containers or 
pallets at once in addition to rear 
underfloor containers. It can be 
dismantled for air transport in 
the special air cargo craft—a de- 
sirable feature for supply opera- 
tions at other than regular termi- 
nals. 

The platform permits simplified 
loading at any point on the cargo 
ramp without accurate positioning 
of the plane adjacent to the termi- 
nal. Where necessary, the plat- 
form can be combined with so- 
phisticated loading arrangements: 
Extended conveyors, monorails. 
Scissor-lift vehicles can augment 
or replace the fork truck. Loading 
directly from trucks is achieved 
by the use of extended ramps be- 
tween truck bed and transfer 
platform. @

The fork truck’s boom can reach 
inside a delivery van to load or 
unload carpets. 

In the days before mechaniza- 
tion, four men were required to 
handle carpets. They were lifted 
from storage piles or from a truck 
by hand and placed on two small 
four-wheel dollies, one at each end 
of the roll. The size of the rolls 
made them awkward to handle, 
and it was impossible to stack them 
manually more than three high 
in the warehouse. Using the fork 
truck, carpets are easily stacked 
five high—for an appreciable in- 
crease in storage space. 

Handling of cartons and bagged 
goods has been speeded by use of 
pallets. Although the warehouse 
has to handle a variety of mer- 
chandise, three basic pallet types 
of 40 by 48 in. serve most of the 
needs. 

Large cartons for such products 
as television and hi-fi phonograph 


sets are handled and stored four 
to a pallet. Goods of this nature 
are usually stacked eight cartons 
high. With hand methods of han- 
dling and stacking it was possible 
to stack them only four high. The 
stacking height makes use 
of once-wasted air rights and effec- 
tively increases available storage 
capacity. 

Some shipments which arrive 
at the warehouse are already on

pallets. Others must be palletized before handling. 
Hand stacking to build unit loads is avoided if possible. 


Instead, a fork truck equipped with chisel forks 
raises the proper number of cartons for a pallet load, 
places the load on a pallet, and withdraws the forks. 
Then the palletized load is moved to storage. 


Formerly, four men were used for unloading a 
truck and six men hand-trucked and stacked. Today, 
the job is done with one fork truck operator and a 
checker. 


Bagged or baled goods are palletized as they are 
unloaded from highway trailers. Greenpoint’s fork 
truck removes commodities from trailers and stacks 
them onto pallets. Two bales are placed onto a pallet 
and pallet loads are tiered two high in the truck un- 
loading area. Fork trucks handle two pallets per trip 
into the storage area. 


Using this method of handling, semi-trailers of 
bagged or baled goods can be unloaded and stored in 
about one and one-half hours using three men. It 
formerly took five men about two and one-half 
hours. @

What rule can carriers 
adopt to cut liabilities 
for goods lost or damaged? 


A high court recently rendered an 
important decision which clearly an- 
swers this question. 

Never fail to deliver the bill of lad- 
ing to the shipper before the ship- 
ment starts its journey. 

For illustration, in V—— v. 
A V L , odl Pac. 
(2d) 537, the testimony showed facts, 
as follows: 

A woman, named YV———, tele- 
phoned the A V L- 
stating that she desired to ship her 
household goods from New York to 
Helena, Mont. After inspecting the 
goods the carrier’s agent wrote a 
letter to V It said, “We are 
pleased to submit the following esti- 
mate on the remvuval of your house- 
hold goods: 

To ship approx. 2500 lbs. 2331 miles 
at $16.25 cwt.—$442.50 
Comprehensive Transit Protection is 
at the rate of $5 per declared $1,000 
valuation.” 

V answered the above letter. 
Federal Trans. Tax. 3%—$12.68 
She said, in part, “Please insure my 
things with your comprehensive 
transit protection for $5,000.” 

The goods which had formerly been 
in storage at a warehouse were trans- 
ported from New York. When they 
were unloaded in Helena one trunk 
and one carton were missing. The 
items contained in the trunk and car- 
ton were largely items of unusual 
value such as sterling silver, original 
oil paintings, and a valuable stamp 
collection. 

At all times mentioned herein, the 
carrier’s Tariff No. 48c was in force. 
Rule 12 of this tariff provides as fol- 
lows: 

“The carrier will not assume any 
liability whatsoever for: Documents, 
currency, money, jewelry, watches, 
precious stones, or articles of extra- 
ordinary value including accounts, 
bills, deeds, evidence of debt, securi- 
ties, notes, postage stamps, stamp col- 
lections, revenue stamps, letters or 
packets of letters, articles of pecu- 
liarly inherent value, precious metals 
or articles manufactured therefrom, 
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which are not specifically listed on the 
bill of lading.”’ The bill of lading goes 
on to explain the limitations of the 
earrier’s liability. 

A most important fact is that the 
bill of lading was not received by the 
shipper, V , until the shipment 
was received in Helena. 

V sued the carrier for full 
value of the missing articles—$3000. 

The carrier argued that it was not 
liable for full value. Instead, the 
carrier acknowledged liability only on 
the basis of limited value because 
V had failed to specifically list 
on the bill of lading the valuable 
articles which were missing. 

The court held the carrier liable 
for the full vaiue because the carrier 
failed to deliver the bill of lading be- 
fore the shipment left New York. In 
this respect, the court said: 

“Defendant’s (carrier’s) theory is 
that plaintiff (V ) was bound 
by the limitations of the bill of lading 
and the further limitation of Tariff 
48c, Rule 12. This proposition is 
urged in spite of the fact that no 
bill of lading was furnished to plain- 
tiff when the goods were shipped, nor 
was there any attempt made to fur- 
nish a bill at any time prior to the 
arrival of the goods in Helena. To- 
day, it is elementary that questions 
relating to the limited liability of 
interstate common carriers are gov- 
erned by Federal law. Here there was 
no ‘value’ declared in writing by the 
shipper or agreed upon in writing. 

was not given the choice of 
two rates, did not declare or release 
the value of the shipment, and did not 
consent to the terms of the bill of lad- 
ing which was, in fact, not received 
by her until the goods arrived in 
Helena. The absence of these factors 
prevents the defendant (A 
V L- ) from asserting the

limited liability found in its filed 
tariffs and bill of lading.” 

For comparison, see M 
F C v. ¥ T 
Corp., 23 N. Y. S. (2d) 84. This 
court said: 

“A limitation of liability claimed 
by a carrier cannot be effective unless 
it is set forth in the bill of lading 
which constitutes the contract be- 
tween the shipper and the carrier. 
The limitation of liability must be 
brought home to the attention of the 
shipper, and a choice given to the 
shipper to contract with or without 
the limitation of liability in the move- 
ment of goods.” 

For further comparison, see the 
leading case of C v. S 
C M— &S Co., 149 
F. (2d) 428. The facts, briefly stated, 
are as follows: C wrote to a 
carrier requesting the approximate 
cost to ship some household goods. 
The carrier replied stating an es- 
timate of the weight and the cost 
figured on that basis. Subsequently 
the goods were loaded and weighed. 
C was advised by phone that 
the goods weighed 4650 lb and was 
asked what value to put on the goods. 
He was told he was allowed 30 cents 
per lb under the government bill of 
lading. C advised the carrier 
that he carried $3000 in insurance on 
the shipment and was given a price 
for an additional $2000 in insurance. 
C requested the carrier to pro- 
cure it. There was no declaration of 
value other than this and no bill of 
lading was issued. A bill of lading 
was made out based upon the valua- 
tion at 30 cents per lb but this bill 
was with the shipment. It was de- 
stroyed when the moving van burned 
up 








The higher court held that the 
carrier’s limitation clause was not ef- 
fective or applicable, and that it must 
pay the full value of the destroyed 
goods. This court said: 

“To permit a carrier, without any 
action whatever by the shipper in 
respect to valuation in writing, to 
limit its liability on the basis of de- 
clared or released value on which the 
rate was charged would be to ignore 
entirely the statutory requirement 
that the shipper must make the 
declaration or agreement in writing, 
and nullify that part of the proviso.”

make gains in industrial plants. A 
machine such as the one described 
above can easily be moved from 
one production line to another for 
consumer packaging, in plant pack- 
aging, and space part and inven- 
tory packaging. 

For one manufacturer of ceram- 
ics, this type of packaging is serv- 
ing a protective function. This is 
how its package developed. 

Extruders, Inc., of Hawthorne, 
Calif., a polyethylene film manu- 
facturer, was looking for new uses 
for their product. They purchased 
a skin packaging machine and 
started experimenting. First they 
coated corrugated board with poly- 
ethylene for the base. Then they 
began skin packaging a wide range 
of products. 

One drawback proved true—by 
its nature, polyethylene is not en- 
tirely transparent. It cannot com- 
pete for display purposes 
other skin This,

packages. how- 


ever, was not considered a serious 
drawback; the film showed itself 
to be far superior for damage pre- 
vention in shipment. 

The manufacturer then began to 
look for a customer and Lane and 
Co. entered the picture. 

This prospective customer 
anxious to try anything to reduce 
damage in transit. A number of 
products were skin packaged using 
004, .006, and .008 film. The skin- 
packaged ceramics were placed in 
shipping containers and tested. 

The first test consisted of drop- 
ping fully loaded cartons 15-ft to 
a concrete floor. Each carton was 
dropped three times. When the 
cartons were opened it was found 
that the .008 film had protected 
heavier items from breakage. In 
addition, the .006 film had enabled 
some of the lighter pieces to with- 
stand the impacts. 

The unbroken pieces were re- 
packaged and sent on a round trip

When the cartons returned it 
was found that not a single piece 
of pottery had been broken. This 
was all that Lane and Co. needed 
to know. The company immediately 
set up its shipping department 
with a skin packing machine. 
Breakage problems were reduced 
90 per cent. 

Higher Cost 

Costwise, skin packaging is 
somewhat higher in industrial ap- 
plications than the cost of shredded 
paper. However, it costs about the 
same as die cut corrugated cells, 
widely used for shipping break- 
able products. 

The weight saving of skin pack- 
aging amounts to as much as 40 
per cent. Overall shipping costs 
have been reduced by 66 per cent. 
Polyethylene packaging can be

nel. The chance for packing errors 


is reduced. Inventory contro! is 


simplified. 


Critical Parts 

Skin packaging is now being 
specified as a packing material for 
high-precision bearings and other 
critical parts by the military ser- 
vices. 

One industrial user of this pack- 
aging method is Bekins Industrial 
Packaging Division. This company 
has found the pack good for re- 
placement parts and kits of spare 
parts for companies in the air- 
craft, electronic, and missile fields. 

In industry, skin packaging with 
polyethylene film is growing. The 
manufacturers considering using it 
range from precision instrument 
makers to bubble gum producers. ®@

handling problems improves service 
through a new packaging of pack- 
aging materials operation.
